THE SECOND-HAND BOOKSELLERS’ 
STOCK-LIST.* 


[HE stock of second-hand books having 
been sifted, the most important task of the 
bookseller must next be considered, namely, 
the cataloguing and pricing of the books. As 
upon this work depends the ready reference 
to the books in stock and on the shelves, and, 
indeed, the very life of the business itself, it 
need hardly be pointed out that the task of 
preparing the stock-list is an exceedingly deli- 
cate one, not to be undertaken hurriedly or 
performed carelessly, and should therefore be 
attended to either by the owner himself or by 
an experienced assistant under his employer’s 
direction or in consultation with him. 

The titles of the books should be written on 
separate cards, allotting one card for each book 
So far as it is possible to do so. A card 3x5 
inches in size, of good, flexible stock, has been 
‘ound the most convenient and serviceable by 
cataloguers. If one card should prove insuffi- 
Clent it is better to use two or more rather 
than to write the continuation of the title on 
the reverse of the first card. The cards as

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There is a wide difference of opinion among 
booksellers as to the form of the title. Some 
booksellers transcribe the title verbatim et 
literatim, while others aim at the utmost brev- 
ity. Both these systems have their faults. 
Verbose titles are apt to be tiresome, and, if 
persisted in, smack of pedantry, while titles 
that are baldly and indiscriminately abbre- 
viated may become difficult to understand. 
The correct method, therefore, lies between 
these two methods. If the title be altogether 
too diffuse the bookseller may conscientiously 
omit the unessential and purely ornamental 
verbiage. In cataloguing important early- 
printed books, on the title-pages of which our 
forebears may have unburdened the entire 
secret of the “inwardness” of their beloved 
literary offspring, it may occasionally, as a 
matter of curiosity, be desirable to retain its 
original and often absurd wording even to 
“lining” the title, that is, separating each iine 
of the title-page with a perpendicular dash |. 
Evident errors even in the wording and spell- 
ing of such a title should be preserved, the 
bcokseller unburdening the responsibility for 
such errors with a (sic) upon the author or 
compositor who may have “rested in the 
Lord” for centuries past. 

Each stock-list card should give the fol- 
lowing information of the book which it 
represents : 

Catalogue Number. This, of course, is 
changeable and in many cases may not yet 
exist at all. 

Subject. 

Author, editor, or, if neither is given on the 
title-page, the first word, (not an article,) of 
the title, or a subject catch-word. Writers 
using a pseudonym should be catalogued un- 
der their own names unless they are better 
known by the pseudonym, as for example, 
George Eliot, George Sand, Voltaire and 
others.

Other memoranda for the bookseller’s own 
information such as whether duplicates of any 
book catalogued may be obtained from the 
publisher, or from another dealer, at a re- 
duced price, with quotations for single copies 
and quantities, etc., may be entered upon the 
title card at the bookseller’s discretion, thus 
giving a complete account of the book since 
it came into his possession. Of course, many 
of these details will be dropped in preparing 
the titles for the printed catalogue. Even in 
cataloguing the stock for the bookseller’s own 
use some of the details will be found super- 
fluous or impracticable as in the case of minor 
books, pamphlets, periodicals and newspapers 
which are bought in bulk and often sold in 
the same manner. And there will be some 
who will scoff at the suggestion of keeping a 
stock-list of any kind, preferring to grope by 
the hour through their accumulation of junk 

















in the vain hope of finding what they think 
they once might have had, until the impatient 
customer, tired of waiting, turns away in dis- 
gust. Others claim to depend upon their 
phenomenal and inflexible memories in lieu 
of a stock-list; but a man who can as in- 
stantly and unfailingly locate a book in a 
stock of ten thousand volumes or upwards as 
another less gifted person can refer to it in 
an orderly and well-kept stock-list, does him- 
self an injustice by remaining hidden away in 


|a bookshop. He is a prodigy whom Fortune,

if she but knew of him, would surely entice 
to invade broader and more profitable fields 
than the second-hand book business can ever 
afford him. 


THE TRUTH ABOUT “BEN-HUR.”

THE ALDEN “WAY OUT.” 


To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 


Dear Sir: There appeared in THe Pvus- 
tisHERS’ WEEKLY of August 18 nearly 600 
lines of advertising under the heading of 
Rooks Wanted; during the busy season I 
should place the number at 1000 lines. In the 
entire list there appears the name of but one 
department store for a single book. If the 
exclusive agency plan is to be carried out 
many of the agencies would undoubtedly fall 
to the department stores; who then is to take 
care of the buying public who are constantly 
demanding out-of-print books? This class 
of custom mvst be taken care of. 

I quote from the New York Times of April 
22, 1905, in review of “A Publisher’s Con- 
fession.” ... “With ell the display of ac- 
tivity on the part of the trade and despite the 
account of ‘big sellers’ scattered over the land 
by the hundreds of thousands, our publisher 
is convinced that a very small proportion of 
possible 1eaders is reached at all. And this 
he attributes to the very imperfect develop- 
ment of the means of distribution, the lack of 
the retail dealers in books in other than the 
larger towns.” 

Can anything be more convincing and con- 
clusive than the above in which all publishers 
agree? Now, according to Mr. Alden’s rea- 
soning, the publishers are to be asked to put 
in operation a plan which would greatly de- 
crease the number of distributing agencies, 
thus cutting down the total output of their 
publications. The retailers on their part are 
asked to combine to coerce the publishers to 
inaugurate a system that practically will force 
eighty per cent. of them (the retailers) out 
of business. I may be dull of discernment, 
but I fail to see any harmony or equity in this. 

Mr. Alden’s experiment of twenty-five years 
ago had to do, as I understand it, with non- 
copyright publications, titles of which could 
be purchased of other publishers in different 
editions, consequently the dealer was enabled 
to always have a sufficient supply, even al- 
though he was not the agent; but we are deal- 
ing now with copyright books, of which there 
1s one edition made by one publisher, and any 
restriction placed upon them which in any 
way would decrease the number of outlets 
would seriously affect the general sale. 

In entering these discussions one of my de- 
sires was to bring out expressions from other 
dealers, although up to the present time noth- 
ing has appeared in print, but I have not 
given up hope. “Come in, the water’s warm.” 
As far as I am personally concerned, these 
letters are written in a friendly spirit, with 
the object of bettering trade conditions if pos- 
sible, and it is not my desire to exhibit any 
animus, but I must deny emphatically the 
gentleman’s charge of subornation. Honi soit 
rp mal y pense. Found, hidden away in the 
a : twenty-five years ago in a certain job- 
M § house in this city was a circular over 
“it, Alden’s name offering special induce- 
ments to jobbers to buy Mr. Alden’s publica-

at that time did not sell to jobbers but to 
“exclusive agents.” 

Would any member of the A. P. A. refuse 
to sell me a hundred copies of a book merely 
because they had sold two hundred copies to 
my local competitor? Certainly not, provided 
my credit was good and I agreed to maintain 
the schedule retail price fixed by him. On 
the other hand, had I gone to Mr. Lovell for 
a hundred copies of his publication, could I 
have gotten them after showing a willingness 
to make any and all concessions? 

In the gentleman’s last paragraph he leads 
us to infer that kodaks and sewing machines 
can be purchased in the city at one agency 
only. The fact of the matter is they can be 
purchased on nearly every block, the selling 
price being the same in all stores. 

The day the exclusive agency method is put 
in operation by the A. P. A. I sell a business 
which nets me fifteen thousand a year.
